In cormection with the reorgenizetion 
of the Kuoringtang Party, representatives 
from verious parts in the interior and 
ebroed have arrived at Ganton and 
attended the conference which was nella 
Sron December BO to December S50. 

Amongst the matters pessed by 
the conference the text of a manifesto 
was the most importent ono. It was 
anended tnree times. The manifesto 
deals with the objects of the Party 
and other matters. 

Tne folloving three resolutions 
whicn were brought forward by Liao Chung 
Kai and passed by a conterence 
over which Sun Yet Sen presided, are 
worthy of attentions= 

Theat the title *Foreign 
Concessions® be abolisnede 

(2) That all foreimers residing 
4n Uhina be subject to Chinese Lar. 

(3) Thet the Boxer Indermni ty 
gserewdel bo used for the developmen 
of educatione 

As soon es the above resolutions 
were passed, certain represertatives 
proposed that they should be added to 
the text of the manifesto but this was 
oppossdad by the other representatives. 

After some discussion, the 
mejority were in favour of adding then 
to tiie manifesto. 

On the afternoon of December 
31 tne conference was continued. 
According to the reguletions, the members 
of the Central Executive Committoe of 
the Party were to havs been elected, 
but in order to seve trouble, this 
committees consisting of trenty-four 
persons was appointed by the lianaging—- 
Director (Sum Yat Sen) of the Party, 
who hed elsc nominated seventeen candidates 
for the nembership of the committee and 
five supervisors; there were also five 
other candidates for the office of 
supervisorse
